ceeding as putting a duty on wheat. 
The United States produces more cot- 
ton than any other country on the 
globe, in fart for fifty years or more, 
it has supplied two-thirds of tbe spin, 
dies of Europe and all the spindles of | 
tbe United States with tho raw ma- 
terial. There is no cotton imported 
into the United States. What, then, 
in the name of common sense, is the 
use of putting a duty on tbe article? 
A duty of 10 cents a pound on cotton 
would not increase its selling price 1 
mill per pound. We export millions 
of pounds of cotton annually and the 
price of the article is fixed at Liver- 
pool, cs is the price of wheat. 


Congress has 
been deceiving the 


farmers of the North for years by put- 
ting a tariff on wheat and making 
them believe that the tariff enhanced 
its selling price. Now Congress pro- 
poses to bamboozle the cotton planters 
of the South in the same manner. | 
How any person with as much brains 
as a chimpanzee can be deceived by 
such humbuggery seems incompre- 
hensible. We export millions of dol- 
lars worth of whebt and colton an- 
nually "and 
import no appreciable 


quantity of either, therefore the prices 
of these commodities are not affected 
by the tariff. 


If Congress is sincere in its desire to 


help the agricultural interests of the 
country, which it does not seam to be, 
it will adopt the double standard, 
make money more plentiful, compel 
Europe to pay $1 20 an ounce for silver 
aud thus increase the selling price of 
wheat, cotton, corn and other products 
of the country, and incidentally the 
wages of labor.
